Basic salary reinstatements and‘ 
raises for 600 municipal employes 
voted Monday and calling for aw ex- 
penditure of more than $20,000 be- 
ginning August 1 for the remainder 
of the year, were vetoed Thursday by 


Mayor James Il. Key. 

Expressing sympathy for low-paid 
the mayor told council in the 
veto message that the city cannot af- 
ford to make any such large and 
blanket reinstatements and raises. 

He subtly alluded to polities in the 
program which came to his desk, as- 
serting “I hate to think that anyone 
would deal with the city’s finances 
and credit from any political motive. 
If there are those who are disposed 
to play politics with a situation of 
this kind, let them play politics with 
their own money and their own cred- 
it, and not jeopardize the best inter- 
ests of the public by playing politics 
with the city’s money and the city’s 
credit.” 

Employes Would Soffer. 

Flaying the proposed salary in- 
creases as not providing funds to meet 
the expense, the mayor pointed out 


the shank of the year without suffi-

He contended that any such blanket | 
increase as was proposed would in re- 
ality be a detriment to the employes 


In addition, he held that council

Veto Message. 
“To the General Council,

except in some cases the provision is

made for net pay. 


“In looking over the particular 
funds which are sought to be applied 
to those increases, I find that in some 


instances there would be available 
smaH sums which could be used for 
this purpose, but in other cases there 
are no funds available, and that is 
particularly true’as to the larger ap- 
vropriations, 

“The appropriation for increase in 
pay of the construction department is 
to be taken from sewer repairs, street 
repairs and street ordinary funds. Ac- 


cording to the present layout, the ap- | 
propriations will carry on the work | 
until the end of the year, but if funds | 


for the purpose of increasing pay are 
taken from these accounts, the funds 
will soon be exhausted and the work 
will stop. The men will get a larger 
pay for a short while and get no pay 
at all for the last three months of the 
year. The work will stop—the men 
will be without jobs or pay. 

“The question of the sanitary de- 
partment is somewhat similar. The 
appropriation will carry the depart- 
ment as now maintained until the end 
of the year. If the appropriation 
should be consumed by increase in pay, 
there will be no money with which 
to pay at the latter part of the year. 


This ease differs from the construc- | 
tion department, because sanitary serv- | 


ice must go on. 
Juggling of Words. 

“Another large appropriation in the 
eonstruction department is to be taken 
from the department of contingencies, 
There are no adequate funds in that 
department to meet these appropria- 
tions; therefore, the appropriation is 
a mere juggling of words, and would 
mean nothing so far as the payment 
of cash is concerned. I would make 
similar comment on several other items 
of this appropriation. but the ones I 
have enumerated call for the bulk of 
the money and illustrates the folly of 
the action which has been taken.

Nazi Chancellor Confers 
With Von Hindenburg 
on Split in Ranks. 


BERLIN, June 21.—(UP)—Chan- 
eellor Adolf Hitler hurried to Neudeck 
today to confer with President Paul 


Von Hindenburg foliowing renewed 
reports of growing dissension among 
members of his ministry. 

An official communique issued at 
the chancellery said that Hitler had 
gone to the president’s summer estate 
to lay before him the results of his 
historic conversations with Premier 
Benito Mussolini, at Venice, last 
week. 

However, observers agreed that 
while these significant conversations 
doubtless would be discussed, the bold 
criticism of Vice Chancellor Franz 
Von Papen of the more radical ele 
ments in the nazi administration 
would form the major phase of the 
meeting between the elderly chief 
executive and his chancellor. 

Die to a slip-up, it was announced 
last night that Von Papen already had 
gone to Neudeck to see Von Hinden- 
burg and gain his further support in 
this latest flare-up within the nazi 
administration. However. Von Papen 
changed his mind at the last minute, 
waiting until Hitler has had a chance 
to lay the situation before Von Hin- 
denburg as a mediator, rather than 
rush to Neudeck as a partisan and 
seek the ear of the president. 

Yon Hindenburg already has public- 
ly expressed approval of Von Papen’s 
open criticism of the nazi muzzling 
campaign, and Hitler has refrained 
from taking sides, although approving

BILLIONINEXCESS 
OF 1933 RECEIPTS 


Morgenthau Reveals 
Treasury Has Been Over 
Period of Purchasing 
Silver Several Weeks. 


WASHINGTON. June 21.—(4)— 
Secretary Morgenthau disclosed today 
the treasury was buying big quantities 
of the silver even before President 
Roosevelt signed the bill calling for 
such purchases. 

Administration of the bill will be | 
not only willing but “enthusiastic,” 
he said, explaining that for several | 
weeks past extensive purchases Mad 
been made through the exchange stabi- 
lization fund. 

His statement coincided with an an- 
nouncement that the government's re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year, which ends 
nine days hence, had passed three 
billion dollars and exceeded the col- 
lections of the corresponding period a 
year ago by a clear billion. 

Outlay Up. 

Income tax receipts totaled $785,- 
501,453 as compared with $722,183,- 
244 for last year and miscellaneous 
revenue stood at  $1,430,862,640 
against $827,499,767, but emergency 
outlays were neatly $2,000,000,000 
more than last year. 

As a result the deficit stood at 
$3,.797,816,809, nearly a-billion more 
than a year ago, but far short of the 
$7,000,000,000 figure predicted by 
President Roosevelt when he analyzed 
the nation’s finances in his budget 
message last December. 

The silver bill, signed by President 
Roosevelt on Tuesday states that as 
a matter of national policy, the na- 
tion’s monetary reserves shall consist 
of 75 perecent gold and 25 per cent 
silver, and authorizes. .the his pew 
of enough silver to reach this pro- 
portion. 

Today’s treasury statement showed 
gold holdings of $7,834,460,190 and 
silver stocks of $505,487,971, or $2,- 
105.998,759 less silver than the pro- 
portion stipulated in the silver bill. 

However silver is selling far below 
the statutory or mint price, at which 
the quantity of silver in a dollar is 
theoretically fixed and officials esti- 
mated the total silver to be brought 
to achieve the desired ratjo at not 
ever $1,300,000.000. 

With the signing of the bill, Mor- 
genthau said the treasury began buy- 
ing silver from its general fund, and, 
although he would not estimate the 
quantity, he said it would appear soon 
in the daily statements showing the 
financial position of the government. 

No one will know, however, how 
much was bought through the stabili- 
zation fund. Expenditures from the 
are directed at keeping the dollar's 
foreign exchange value at a desirable 
level, and if the operations are to 
effective they must be kept secret. 

The fund was created from the 
book profit which the treasury real- 
ized on its gold last winter in the 
process of reducing by 40.94 per cent

WASHINGTON, June 21.—(2)— 
The amount of cotton which may be 
ginned in states and counties tax-free 
under the Bankhead compulsory cot- 
ton control act was announced todar 
by Secretary Waliace. 

The total 10,460,251 bales to which 
the administration hopes to limit this 
years production was distributed 
among 1,000 counties in 19 states. 
Texas, the largest producing state, 
was alloted the largest quota. Ten per 
cent of each state quota was reserved 
for future distribution among farm- 
ers who may be left out of the allot- 


ment when counties begin distributing 
quotas among individual producers.

He added that in case a county was 
dissatisfied with the quota establish- 
ed, appeals might be taken to the ad- 
ministration within 15 days. 

The quotas were calculated in 
pounds and in terms of standard 
weight bale of 478 pounds. Due te 
the fact that the Bankhead act speci- 
fied 500-pound bales, an increase of 
460.251 bales was made above the 10.- 
000.000-bale limit set in the act. 

Within each county individual pro- 
ducers will be required to submit ap- 
plications for allotments to the coun- 
ty produetion control committee, show- 
ing their record of production during 
the base period. Blanks for such ap- 
plications will be sent to counties 
within a few days, Cobb declared.

After individual allotments § are 
made farmers will be issued tax-ex- 
emption certificates for the number of 
bales in each farmer's allotment and 
at marketing time next fall farmers 
will be given bale tags for their al- 
lotments which must be attached be- 
fore the cotton can be sold or shipped. 

All cotton produced in excess of the 
allotment will be subject to a tax of 
50 per cent of its market value when

Washington Officials 
Rushing Completion of 
Federal Building Here. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Rear 
Admiral Peeples, director of the pro- 


curement division, treasury depart- 
ment, today assured Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General Purdum that 
everything humanly possible is being 
done to complete all construction and 
installation details of the new federal 
building at Atlanta, so that Acting 
Postmaster Lon Livingston might 
move in on or before July 1. 

Mr. Purdum would not go so far as 
to say that the city postoffice per- 
sonnel would not be permitted to move 
in by July 1 unless every detail of 
construction has been completed but 
he did explain that he was reason- 
ably confident everything would be in 
readiness by that date.* 

Although the fourth assistant post- 
master-general has received no direct 
word from Acting Postmaster Livings- 
ton relative to conditions in the new 
federal building he now has in his pos- 
session reports from his inspectors, 
one of whom he despatched to Atlanta 
last Monday for the express purpose 
of making an intimate survey of the 
building. 

According to Mr. Purdum, paving 
adjacent to the mail platform as well 
as at the tunnel entrance, and the 
spiral shoot from the second to the 
ground floor, are among the more im- 
portant construction details which 
have not yet been completed. The 
contractors also are having some 
trouble with the mail conveyor, which 
Purdum. said leaks quite badly. 

ady to Take Over. 

“T have been bearing down hard on 
the Atlanta situation,’ said Mr. Pur- 
dum, “because both my department 
and Mr. Livingston are most anxious 
to try out our new home. All neces- 
sary furniture has been installed or is 
ready to be installed, and a full cus- 
todial or maintenance ferce is ready 
to take over the new quarters. 

As another important detail to be 
attended to before the city postoffice 
can move in, Mr. Purdum mentioned 
the canopy over the mail conveyor 
which runs from the mail. platform 
to the railroad station. The contrac- 
tor, however, has given assurance that 
the canopy .will be completed _ by 
June 30. 

Mr. Livingston had advised one of 


} department's inspectors that it is most 


essential that all work he completed 
before the city postoffiee takes pos- 
session of its new quarters. 

Mr. Purdum was in conference late 
this afternoon with Admiral Peoples 
and upon returning to his own office 
said he was pushing treasury officials 
all he could so that all would be in 
readiness by July 1.

BUILDING MANAGERS 
TO OPERATE BY PRA 


The building-management indusiry 
will continue to operate under the 
PRA in lieu of a code, due to the fact 
that the national administration has 
refused to grant a code for the in- 
dustry, it was announced Thursday by 
officials who had been working on the 
matter. 

Under the PRA in Atlanta the pay 
roll of the building-management group 
has shown an increase of 28.4 per 
cent, 18 per cent more employes have 
been added and working hours have 
been reduced from 60 to 40 a week. 


CHEAP PULP SUPPLY 
SAID READY IN SOUTH 


POLAND SPRING, Maine, June 21. 
(?)}—Out of a little laboratory at 
Savannah, Ga., where’ he had been 
experimenting for several years, Dr. 


Charles H. Herty, a distinguished 
scientist, brought the news today that 
the almost endless expanses of south- 
ern pine forests now stood ready to 
supply the newsprint need of the 
world. 

Conditions were so ideal, he said, 
that the south could put newsprint 
in the New York market at less cost 
than any other section. 

This announcement of a condition 
that would undoubtedly revolutionize 
the newsprint industry was made to- 
day at a session of the American 
Pulp and Paper Mill Superintendents’ 
convention here. 

The newest discoveries announced 
by Dr. Herty were that. the pitch 
troubles heretofore argued against in 
considering southern pine for pulp 
purposes were not due to resin, but 
to facts that were readily overcome; 
and that his experiments showed even 
older trees produced excellent ground 
wood which constituted SO per cent of 
newsprint fiber. 

He said his experiments with his 
trees 40 to 55 years old had been 
so successful the most remote objec- 
tion to southern pine as opposed to 
northern spruce on the _ basis of 
ground wood desirability had been re- 
moved, as virtually all of the present 
growth in the south is under 30 years 
or before pitch trouble presents it- 
self. 

A final supposed defect in southern 
pine for newsprint purposes has 
proved to be one of its advantages, 
Dr. Herty said. 

This 1s the effect of fungus blue 
stain that accumulates on pulp logs 
in storage. Instead of producing dis- 
coloration in the paper, this stain 
has proven to be a whitener, just as 
blue dyes have been used heretofore 
in white pulp paper production. 

This, Dr. Herty stated, overcomes 
the argument that southern pulp 
wood cannot be kept in storage yards 


main usable. 

Basing his statements on federal 
forestry figures, Dr. Herty said 
there are 200,000,000 acres of land 
available in the south for southern 
pine growth and that every acre 
would produce two cords a year. Split- 
ting these official estimates in half, 
the scientist pointed out that the 
south could produce 200,000,000 cords 
for a world that now consumes only 
18,000,000 annually. The annual con- 
sumption of newsprint in the United 
States, is only 12,000,000 cords at 
present, he said.

FRANKFORT, Ky., June 21.—(4) 
The house of Kentucky's general as- 
sembly, reconsidering a previous ac- 
tion, today passed and sent to the sen- 
ate a bill to license automobile driv- 
ers in the state with an annual fee 
of 50 cents for each driver. 

Twenty five cents of each fee, pay- 
able to the clerk of the circuit court, 
would go into a revolving fund to fi- 
nance a state highway patrol, to be 
created by Governor Ruby Laffoon. 
The circuit court clerk would receive 
15 cents of the remainder, and the 
state tax commission, 10 cents. The 
bill would require motorists to pur 
chase the licenses before September 1 
of each year, beginning with 1935. It 
was described by its sponsors, Lau- 
rence J. Gammon, of Newport, as an| 
effort to protect motorists from) 
“drunken and reckless” drivers.

COAST LABOR HEADS 


Disputes Law May Be Invok- 
ed To Settle Dock Work- 
ers’ Strike.

got tough in a pleasant, feminine way 
today and called upon labor and capi- 
tal to settle the Pacific coast long- 
shoremen’s strike involving 
men. 

If they don’t she said, she will set- 
tle it herself by invoking the labor 
disputes law which empowers her to 
appoint an arbitration board whose 
decisions shall be final. 

She made the same threat to steel 
workers and operators the other day 
and hopes to get results in both cases. 

Miss Perkins offered to appoint an 
arbitrator from the labor department.

A. Ryan, president of the Internation- 
al Longshoremen’s Association, and 
Thomas Plant of the American-Ha- 
waiian Steamship Co., representing 
employers. 

“Will you submit the one point still 
in dispute, namely the control of the 
hiring halls, to arbitration by an ar- 
bitrator of the United States depart- 
ment of labor?’

not a new record, but that is suffici- 
ently rare to deserve notice. The 
main point of interest in the species, 
however, is not that it is rare, but 
that it is a species without 2 
status. That is to say, it is known 
that the Brewster warbler is a cross 
between the Blue-Winged and Golden- 
Winged warblers, It seems that the 
Brewster warbler is the result of the 
cross of a male Blue-Wing and a fe- 
male Golden Wing, and that the re- 
verse cross produces the Lawrence 
Warbler. Knowing then that the 
birds hybridize so readily, the Amer- 
ican Ornithologist’s Union committee 
does not give the species the right .to 
a latinized designation. Another one 
of those peculiar taxonomic probles 
that we hear so much about. 


The bird itself would not be strik- 


ing in the field, since it is just an-| 


other one of those little gray warblers 
decorated with yellow. The crown is 
ellow, there is a short black line 
ack of the eye, the underside is white 
and the back is gray.

DATE NUT BREAD. 
By Mrs. P. H. Thomas, 
Conley, Ga. 

One cup nuts, 1-2 cup chopped 
dates, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 cup 
sugar, 2 tablespoon baking powder, 4 
cups flour (plain), 1 egg, 3 table- 
spoons shortening, 1 1-2 cups milk 
or water. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. Work 
in shortening with fingertips, add 
milk and beaten egg, stirring. Then 
add chopped nutS and dates. Pcur 
in buttered loaf pan and let stand 10 
minutes. Bake in slow oven 1 hour. 


EGG TEA BISCUITS. 
By Mrs. P. E. Feckowey, 
382 Woodward Ave., S. E. 
Three-fourths cup shortening, 2 1-2 
cups flour, 3-4 cup milk, 1-2 table- 
spoon sugar, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 4 tea- 
spoons baking powder, 1 egg, beaten 
lightly. 
Sift the dry ingredients together, 
work in the shortening with back of 
a spoon till the mixture looks coarse. 
Combine the milk and egg. Add to 
first mixture; mix and turn on a 
slightly floured board. Pat to 1-2- 
inch thickness; shape in small rounds 
with a biscuit cutter and bake in a 
very hot oven, 400 degrees, F.

STATE NOW READY 
ON PWA PROJECTS 


Officials See No Threat 
to Georgia in Ickes’ Gen- 
eral Warning. 


Georgia is ready to begin its PWA 
projects, state PWA officials an-, 
nounced Thursday night in reply to a 
warning issued in Washington by Sec- 
retary Ickes that the money for the 
projects would be rescinded unless the 
contracts are let and men put to work 
at once. 

The general warning given out by 
the secretary of the interior would af- 
fect 563 projects in every state in the 
Union except Idaho—four of the proj- 
ects named being in this state. Sec- 
retary Ickes definitely withdrew sup- 
port from 97 projects, 

The four named'in Georgia were 
the state prison at Reidsville, in Tat- 
nall county, involving expenditures of 
$1,500,000; the almshouse structure at 
Gainesville, costing $32,000; the high 
school building at Marlow, costing 
$21,400, and the waterworks for Un- 


struction with men on the pay rolls at 
job sites.” 


-The 97 totaled $8,217,042. The 563 
threatened with recession aggregate 
$158,558,517. 

Local controversy or regulations be- 
yond federal contro) have blocked 
progress in some instances. 

“So far as PWA is concerned,” 
Ickes said in a statement, “these 563 
projects are all set and ready to go 
and have been for weeks. The money 
is available. All that remains is the 
most important thing—putting men to 
work. ... 

“The 563 projects are neither under 
contract nor are they being advertised 
for contract, two essential steps in 
getting them under way. ... 

“These projects are éstimated to 
produce 93,000,000 man hours of di- 
rect employment, or 20 per cent of the 
total estimated direct employment that 
will be produced by the non-federal 
phase of the public works program.” 
Rescinded money can he reallotted, 
the secretary added, to orher projects 
which are clamoring for funds.

GIRL KEEPS COMPACT

They bound themselves together 
with rope and swam into Lake Michi- 


walking on the beach, semi-conscious. 
The mother’s body was near by. Miss 
Bott was taken to a hospital. She 
was suffering great pain from a mas- 
toid ailment. 


She was treated at the hospital for 
several days, then removed to Des 
Moines where she lived at the home 
of her uncle and aunt, Dr. and Mrs, 
W. W. Pearson. Physicians believed 
she had recovered from the state of 
}mind which led to the suicide pact. 

Coroner William A. Carpenter said 
that the girl had hidden the revolver 
in her bedroom. ' 

It was the mother’s fear of being 
left-alone in the event that her daugh- 
ter died of the operation which 
brought about the suicide pact. Both 
agreed that life would be meaningless 


without each other. 

Miss Bott was an attractive brue 
nette. She had undergone several preve 
ious operations and physicians had 
agreed that a new operation might 
have serious consequences.

Any increase in these reserves, how- 
ever, would multiply potential credit 
expansion by some 10 times its 
amount, a result that would follow, 
however. only when the banks begin 
lending large amounts again. 

A primary purpose of the silver pro- 
gram is to increase thé price of that 
metal. Morgenthau indicated that the 
volume of silver purchases would not 
be greatly increased at present. 

“We want a healthy rise in silver 
prices,” he said, “but not a sensational 
one, as the worst thing that could hap- 
pen would be a collapse.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 21.—(#) 
Prosperity may not be just around the 
corner, General Hugh S. Johnson told 
an economic conference here tonight, 
“but it is within our reach.” 

The NRA administrator, speaking 
at George. Peabody College for Teach- 
ers, said “improved conditions every- 
where” attest to the success of the 
NRA in the drive toward prosperity, 
and added: 

“Business is better. Pay rolls are 
larger. Confidence has been restored, 

“In the onward march towards bet- 
ter times IT do not say that all have 
profited alike, but even he who has 
profited least is far in advance of 
what his position was in those dark 
days before the national recovery act 
Was passed. 

“NRA.” he continued, “replaces the 
law of the jungle with ethics in be- 
havior. It is the practical applica- 
tion of the golden rule.” 

He said the NRA “is not fascism 
nor communism, although the Phari- 
sees seek diligently to label it with 
either or both.” He added that “as 
befits a democracy,” when the NRA 
was created “there was provided the 
means of administration of business 
by business itself.’ 

“In the same spirit of democracy,” 
Genera] Johnson continued, “the con- 
gress of the United States retained 
to the people themselves, through the 
action of their chosen representativs, 
the easily-exerted power to reall, to 
modify, to change or to bring to an 
end the operation of the law itself. 

“In this procedure our president 
has shown that democracy has with- 
in itself the elements of its own sal- 
vation.”

1,000 Bolivians Killed 
In Gran Chaco Battle 


ASUNCION, Paraguay, June 21.— 
(UP—Slaughter of upwards of 1.000 
Bolivians in a_ terrific Paraguayan 
offensive along the far-flung front in 
the Grand Chaco was reported in an 
official communique tonight. 

The communique said the Paragu- 
ayan forces overwhelmed the Bolivians 
in a strategic withdrawal and counter- 
attack on one sector of a 75-mile front 
in the jungle swamps of the disputed 
Chaco zone. 

The maneuver in the last 24 hours 
resulted in fierce fighting as the 
Bolivians sought to fight their way 
out of the trap, Paraguayans claimed. 

The report explained that the Par- 
aguavan army evacuated trenches in 
the strategic sector. The Bolivians 
rushed in with shouts of victory only 
to he caught in a deadly cross-fire 
from machine guns and light artillery 
which mowed them down as they 
soucht to regain their own strong- 
hold.

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PILOT TAKES ONUS 
IN SHIP DISASTER 


Young Officer Hero in 
Tragedy Which Took 
Four Lives. 


KOPERVIK,. Karmoy Island, Nor- 
way, June 21.—(4)—The Norwegian 
pilot Tacogsen today assumed sole re- 
sponsibility for the wreck of the 8. 8. 
Dresden in which four women out of 
a passenger list of 1,000 German 
nazis were drowned. —__ 

“IT take sole responsibility for the 
Dresden disaster,” said Tacogsen. “No 
other explanation is possible for this 
tragedy. 

“Although I have nothing to pay 
the material damage, the moral respon- 
sibility is heavy enough. 

“The waters of the Karmsund are 
difficult to nagivate, but I have 
piloted here more than 30 years and 
therefore have an intimate knowledge 


of them. 
“The disaster was caused by a 
greater drifting than I estimated. — 
“There was a mist all day but it 
| got lighter toward evening and there- 
}

fore the mist was not the real cause. 
On Bridge at Time. 

“There were two pilots aboard but I 
‘was on the bridge when the liner 
struck. Captain Moller two

A young officer was singled out to-

With approximately $10,000,- 
000,000 in bonds extant, which 
plainly state that they are payable 
in gold, any other decision would 
have been unthinkable. 

Every railroad, state, municipal- 
ity, road district or industrial busi- 
ness which has issued bonds pav- 
able in gold would be seriously af- 
fected, and the public would have 
suffered, by any other judgment. 

The 
bonds of the Iron Mountain rail- 
road, and the Bankers’ Trust Com- 
pany of New York, as trustee, con- 
tended that congress had no right 
to abrogate the gold clause, and 
sought to collect $58,500,000, in- 
Stead of $34,548,000, the face 
value of the bonds in common cur- 
rency. 

The decision of Judge Farris, if 
approved by the supreme court, 
will settle for all time the contro- 
versy that has been going on in

the financial world over this impor- 
tant matter. It will stimulate busi- 
ness activity, and will release re- 
serves that are being held up pend- 
ing a final decision, and which, 
when the question is settled, will 
be used for expansion. 

States, municipalities and even 
the federal government ire also 
benefited by the decision, for most 
of their bonds carry the gold 
clause, which Judge Farris held is 
not actually a promise to pay in 
gold coin of the realm, but a prom- 
ise to pay in gold, not as money, 
but as a mere commodity. In short, 
he decreed, it is a mere agreement 
of barter, or swapping of commodi- 
ties. 

In explaining this point - the 
judge cited that if in 1903 the con- 
tract had been made that 30 years 
later the maker would pay the 
holder of each bond so many piculs 
of Chinese opium, the maker could 
not pay in that material now, since 
‘congress, having the right to do so, 
‘had outlawed Chinese opium, ex- 
cept for medicinal purposes. 

The right of congress to legis- 
late in relation to gold is held to 
be its prerogative, and the rights 
of the maker of bonds are to be 
considered, and not those of the 
payee alone.

The following winter I 
began taking calcium lactate as sug- 
gested by good old Dr. Brady and have 
resumed taking it at intervals ever 
since. I[ haven’t had a touch of hay 
fever since, not even on my vacations 
in Maine. Always previously a part 
of my vacations was devoted to being 
misearble with the sniffles. This may 
be just your friend John J. Coinci- 
dence, but I would sooner credit the 
calcium lactate. 

The instructions for taking the cal- 
cium lactate for hay fever or for 
asthma are given in a monograph on 
hay fever or one on asthma, either of 
which will be sent to any reader who 
asks for it and thoughtfully incloses 
a stamped envelope bearing his correct 
address. 

When the infantile eczema disap- 
pears about the age of 10 years that 
very fact is ground for suspecting 
food allergy as the cause. And 
among the food substances which have 
proved (by skin tests) responsible are 
a white, chicken, cereal, fish, even 
milk. 

About half of the children whose 
eczema or other manifestation of food 
allergy or peculiar sensitivity disap- 
pears at the age of 10) years presently 
develop a new form of allergy or sen- 
sitization to air-bone substances—dust.

way, it may be possible to exciude the 
substance from the patient's environ- 
ment, or if that is not feasible then to

He 
said the bank objects most strenuously 
whenever a newspaper refers ta the 
Citizens & Southern as a “chain 
bank” and deseribed it as embodying 
both branch and group banks. 

Since further branch banking had 
been prohibited, he said, .it was neces- 
sary for the Citizens & Southern to 
set up another type of structure fo 
meet expansion demands and group 
banking developed.

Operate as Entity. 


Each office acts as a separate en- 
tity with complete freedom of banking 
operation in the city which it serves, 
he said, and with its own profit and 
loss account, benefits from direct as- 
sociation with the other offices 
throughout the state and has behind 
it the entire resources and “therefore 
the strength and prestige of the entire 
institution.” 

“This interrelation also makes pos- 
sible the distribution of funds from 
one part of the state to another to 
meet the varying demands of the dif- 
ferent cities in which the bank oper- 
ates. It also insures a diversification 
of soans for the entire bank since the 
cities in which the branch offices are 
located present many different phases 
of industry and agriculture. In other 
words, the entire loan structure of 
the bank is not predicated on the suc- 
cess of a single community or the 
success of a given branch of business 
or any separate agricultural group.

Mr. Stanley said that two of the 
largest shoe manufacturing concerns 
in the United States are located in 
Georgia, that one of the nation’s larg- 
est candy manufacturers is located. in 
Atlanta, that most of the fancy cheese 
eaten in Georgia is made in Georgia, 
although it bears names of other 
states, that at Dublin a half million 
pounds of butter is made annually 
bearing the name of a Chicago manu- 
facturer and that in Atlanta are lo- 
cated meat packing houses and crack- 
er manufacturing companies whose 
products, instead of bearing Georgia 
labels, are advertised as Chicago and 
New York products. 

Not Given Credit. 


“All the baseball bats used in the 
American league are made at Athens,” 
he continued. At first blush you 
would say: ‘Well, Georgia can now 
make a hit.’ Yet not so. There is 
not a line or a suggestion, even An 
implied one, that Georgia had any- 
thing to’ do with these bats. They 
are stamped ‘Babe Ruth.’ 

“I could name other instances, but 
the above shows conclusively that 
Georgia is not given due credit for 
what she deserves. If the newspapers 
of the state would eo-operate in an 
effort to bring about the just recog- 
nitiou of the resources of the state 
great good could be accomplished. 
Georgia editors, in the common sense, 
‘put on your armor, gird up your 
loins and fight’.”’ 4 

Mr. Stanley said that in many 
ways we advertise the products of 
other states and that, “while other 
states have benefited themselves by 
inverse ratio, only once in my recol- 
lection have we profited by. another 
state’s products. 

“In 1929 Georgia sent a delegation 
to the annual meeting of the National 
Editorial Association meeting in Mon- 
tana. We decided to whet their ap- 
petite by feasting them on Georgia 
watermelons.

Newspapers’ Role. 

Mr. Stanley told his listeners that 
in order to have any influence in 
the community or the state the news- 
paper must be a worthy one. 

“Tt must be ftypographically neat 
and editorially attractive,” he added. 
“The first impression to the reader 
is through the eye.” 

He said the editor must be physical- 
ly fit in order that good work can be 
done. He stressed exercise and said 


“the editor should also have on his 
calling list the best doctor in the com- 
on, ae ae ae 

“An editor,” he said, “should be a 
frequent visitor to the courts but 
never a participant. He should avoid 
litigation as one does a plague, and 
never by any act of his make it pos- 
sible for someone to hale him before 
the bar of justice, but if he should 
become embroiled the best legal- talent 
in the community -should be em- 
ployed. 

“I never advise editorial squabbles 
with neighbors and friends. The pub- 
lic is not interested in differences of 
opinion by one editor toward an- 
other, but I do advocate each news- 
paper in the state beginning a fight 
for recognition of the state by outside 
interests.” 

Mr. Stanley admonished the ed- 
itors to take part in all civic im- 
provements and, above all, to_ resent 
the “oft-repeated charge that the peo- 
ple of Georgia are intolerant.” 


No Intolerance. 


“T happen to know of many reasons 
why this is not true,” he said. “Just 
a few months ago a Jew died in my 
home etown, the city of Dublin. The 
Baptists tendered their church for his 
funeral.

Possibly 
true, but it is also true that 90 per 
cent of the inmates of our prisons are 
not properly educated.” 


Moral Depression? 
Miss Mann, who is head of the 


science department at the Girls’ High 
school in Atlanta, asked the editors 


working out her own ph by a 
bloodless : revolution ? ill you: deny 
that it if dué to the high intelligence 
of the masses of our people? 

you deny that-this intelligence is due 
to the prevalence of public school edu- 
cation?” : 

Referring to the cost of education, 
she said it amounted to 2.4 per cent 
of the national income and had re- 
mained practically constant for the 
last 10 years. Less money is con- 
stantly spent on education, she said, 
because of increased enroliment and 
greater demands. | 

The three R’s of education should 
be replaced with three H’s, Miss Mann 
said—head, hand, heart. “We must 
educate for changed and changing 50- 
cial conditions, . . . It will take an 
educated citizenry to continue § our 
democratic form of government. Ed- 
ucation is the very foundation of 
democracy. 

The cost of all education, elemen- 
tary, secondary and collegiate is only 
20 per cent of the amount spent for 
automobiles, Miss Mann said and only 
88 per cent of that spent for tobacco, 
soft drinks, jewelry, cosmetics and 
sporting goods. ee 

She quoted from a report of the 
national comnrittee on illiteracy which 
showed a decline but that four and 
one-half million people over 10 years 
of age cannot read or write. School 
terms in the United States have been 
shortened in many places, she said to 
184! days a year in city schools and 
from 162 to even as low as 60 days 
in rural schools while other countries 
have lengthened theirs. 

Downward Spigal, 


“In Georgia three are boys and girls 
who had only 60 days of education 
last year. While Georgia is eighth 
in natural resources it is 49th in the 
list of states and ter.itories in educa- 
tional ranking. And we are not im- 
proving. On the other hand we are 
making a rapid downward spiral. In 
1930 the per pupil cost in Georgia was 
$32.55, in 1931 it was $30.37 and ip 
1932-33 it was $26.54. The average 
cost per pupil over the country 1s 
more than twice that amount.”

Wheat closed staggering and at the 
day’s lowest level, 2 1-2 to 3 1-8 under 
yesterday’s finish, corn 1 1-4 to 2 3-8 
down, oats 1 3-8 to 1 3-4 off, and 
provisions unchanged to 15 cénts 
lower. 

Corn and oats gave way with wheat, 
despite Iowa reports that chinch bugs 
had spread to sections not previously 
infested.

NEW YORK, June 21.—())— 
With midyear almost at hand, Wall 
Street business analysts are looking 
toward autumn with considerable op- 
timism. 

Little concern is evident over the 
expected midyear lull in _ industry. 
Opinion is mixed -as to whether it 
will be more pronounced than the 
normal seasonal trend would _indi- 
cate. 

A rather substantial recession in 
steel making during July is quite 
widely anticipated, in view of the 
fact that many steel users have been 
stocking up recently in order to beat 
expected third-quarter price increases. 

But, generally speaking, summer 
business is expected to be fair, and 
in making this forecast, most busi- 
ness analysts stress the program of 
active government speeding. 

The chief recovery stimulus ex- 
pected from the administration for 
the next three months or 60 is 
heavy expenditure for public works, 
relief and other purposes. 

Whether the works expenditures 
will reach any such proportions as 
the $400,000,000-a-month program 
suggested by John Maynard Keynes, 
British economist, during his recent 
visit to Washington, is regarded as 
somewhat doubtful. 


But outlays of $300,000.000 a 
month are regarded ag probable, and 
a number of business analysts and 
economists say the bolstering effect 
upon general business should be sub- 
stantial. 

For three months or so, the admin- 
istration recovery program is under- 
stood in important quarters here to 
call for virtually nothing save the 
priming process of spending. Busi- 
ness executives appear to be in for 
a respite from new legislation, and 
new expenditures, 

No boost in the gold price is an- 
ticipated during the next few months. 
The treasury is expected to continue 
its silver buying, perhaps expanding 
its accumulation of the white metal 
to a point that might be viewed as 
somewhat inflationary. But, on the 
whole, no monetary steps of a sort 
to impair confidence are expected. 

In addition to government spend- 
ing, the home renovation drive may 

come a recovery stimulus of im- 
portance by autumn. Direct loans to 
industry by the federal reserve banks 
and the RFC, as provided by the re- 
cent legislation, together with a lit- 
tle expansion of new security offer- 
ing as result of the amendments to 
the securities act, may also help, but 
Wall Street analysts are not count- 
ing heavily on these factors, for the 


next two or three months at least.

Choose slightly under-ripe currants. 
Pick over but do not remove cur- 
rants from stems. Wash and put the 
fruit over oven to cook. When the 
currants have changed to a pink color 
and have burst their skins put the 
mixture in a moistened jelly bag. Let 
juice drip through. Measure the juice 
and to every cup of juice allow one 
cup of sugar, bring juice to boil, allow 
it to boil 20 minutes. Then add sugar 
and after stirring well let mixture boil 
until a test amount jellies. 

This is about three minutes. Put 
into hot clean jelly glasses and par- 
affin at once.
